“In this case, however, the eight hour 
day is not the issue. The issue ‘_ an 
increase of wages, given by law, with- 
out previous investigation or knowledge. 
The principle of the eight hour day is 
not at issue and is adroitly invoked 
merely to cloak the real .ssue. 

“ Eight hours may be the outside limit 
of proper work time in Mr. Ford's fac- 
tory, where the man is all the time 
working at just one thing intensively, 
and without vacation; but eight hours 
that include periods of doing nothing 
but sit around, and also change of oc- 
cupation, may not be long enough. 
Moreover, there are occupations of in- 
termittent activity where to limit the 
total time on duty in any one day to 


eight hours would be an absurdity, and 


‘there are others where excessive activ- 


ity on one day is compensated for by 
compiete iegisure on the following day.

** Moreover the issue must be honestly 
stated. The government must not be 
used really to get higher wages when 
the nominal and surface demand seems 
to be for fewer hours of labor. It ap- 
pears that what in this case is demanded 
is not really a day of eight hours’ labor, 
, but a higher rate of pay for the eight 
hours, or a higher rate of overtime pay 
beyond eight hours. In other words it 
is not a law to limit hours of labor in 
the sense that we use in speaking of an 
eight hour day for women, or an eight 
hour law for three shifts in continuous / 
industry. .It is primarily a bill to se- 
cure an advance in wages; the securing 
of an eight hour day is wholly second- 
ary, and as regards many ,employés 
would probably not be brought about or 
desired. 


Rights of Pe Public.

do everything in my power for the 
working man except what is wrong; but 
I will do wrong neither for him nor for 
any other man. 

“There must be but one law to be 
applied in these cases and to be yielded 
ito by all alike. To yield to the threats 
of a great organized body cf workers 
is just as evil and ‘cowardly thing 
in a publi: man as to yield to the in- 
fivence of representatives of great. of- 
ganized capital, and in the iong run 
just as Gangerous to the country.

Every nation 
involved has a case. Not one could 
have done differently without violating 
ail traditional standards of prudence an.J 
patriotism. Not one would have aeted 


| differently from any other if it had been 


in that other's place. Nor could one of 
them have acted without the danger, al- 
most the certainty, of disaster. 

To illustrate: Japan in Germany's) 
place, would not have perpetrated the 
Belgian atrocities (the Boxer campaign 


vaded Beigium. So would England or 

France or the United States, Converse- 

ly, Germany in Japan’s place would have 

ousted her rival-from Tsingtae. If Brit- 

ain had been in the place of Germany 

she would never have submitted to per- 

manent repression a exclusion from 

all possibility of colonial expansion, 

with the certainty of being outgrown 
and outclassed, and equally Germany in 

Britain’s .place would not have enter- 

tained for a moment the idea of parting 

with her colonies or jeopardizing the se- 

curity of their possession.

I think it was « 
wrong guess. I hope so! | 
But the action of congress on the submarine out- 
rages certainly gave color ‘o the asrertion. It is sim- 
ply incredible to me that a considerable body of Amer 
icans would prefer a war with England to a war with Ger- 
many. I am well aware of the coolness of many Americans 
toward Great Britain: she is without doubt the least popular 
of the allied nations in the United States.. But 1 canno~ be- 
lieve that this lukewarness of sentiment about England is 
sufficient so to warp our moral judgment that as a nation 
we would class her offenses against us with those of Ger- 


: many. Whether we like England personally or not, whether 


we have entire faith in ber professions of generosity in this 
war or not, at least we must realize that her aggressions 
in regard to us have been civil rather than criminal, while 
Germany's have -beeu wholly criminal. 

Otherwise we should have to assume that Americans re- 
gard damage to trade, interference with mails, censored news, 
etc., as equal to or worse than the killing of American citi- 
sens—and that is inconceivable. The president put the dis- 
tinction between the two classes of offenses very clearly in 
his speech of acceptance: the two eategories of wrongdoing 
are in no way comparable, and reparation for the two must 
be sought by entirely different means.

- EADING the president’s écellent remarks on this 
topic has brought me to consider once more the 
sources of that widespread prejudice against the Brit- 
ish which undoubtedly exists in this country. Why 

do Americans, those of Anglo-Saxon blood as well as others, 
entertain suspicion and dislike of a great nation whose kin- 
ship of bjpod, similarity of institutions, and closeness of 
business re'ations, as well as her geographical position and. 
the general drift of her civilization, ought to bring her into 
a more friesdly intimacy with us than that of any other two 
nations on the globe? : 

As children we are taught in our school histories a lot 
of jingo rot that finds expression in ‘the crude statement, 
“We licked “em once, and we can lick ’em again!” But 
only the most ignorant and unthinking are susceptible to 
such prejudice. A livelier source of irritation, of course, is 
found in Great Britain’s conduct in regard to neutral com- 
merce during the present war. But the seizure of our goods 
and mails would not cause such resentment as it has were 
there not other deeper grounds already existent for dislike. 
‘The British manner of doing things is often detestable, 
maddening; it is arrogant, cocksure, and b!unt. The Eng- 
lishman is not in his general social relations a genial or sym- 
pathetic human being, and his government reflects xis tact- 
lessness. The Englishman is thick skinned, sure that he is 
right, unimaginative about the lives of others. The English 
government seems to be headstrong and arrogant. It is a 


case Great Britain has assumed too easily that as a nation 
we must realize we have common cause with the allies and 
accept those inconveniences to our trade which must arise -. 
they are to prosecute their war successfully against Germany. 

Many of us do sympathize with the allies, consider that 
in a Very real sense they are fighting our battles for us, and 
consequently think it somewhat trivial and captious of our 
government to pester the allies with protests because our 
trade relations with Germany are interfered with by the 
British blockade. But as a nation the United States has 
elected to remain neutral, and Engla.d bas not managed our 
national susceptibilities, due to our neutrality. She has 
taken things too much for granted, knowing how good a 
business: we have made out of our neutrality by selling the 
allies what they have to have at first class prices, feeling 
also that she is doing a good job for us im putting Germany 
in her place. All this irritation is regrettable, and largely 
traceable to the devious diplomacy of the Democratic admin- 
istration concerning the war. It has all followed from our

The: first thing in ‘effecting. improve- 3 
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skin quite remarkably. The local care 
of acne consists first in keeping the skin 
clean and free as possible from black- 
heads. The blackhead condition had 
existed in Miss Hill's face for some 
time, so that it took patience, perse— 
verance, and two weeks before any im- 
provement to speak of was noticed.

of sulphur, 5 grams; oxide of zinc, 27% 
grams; extract of viciet, 10 drops. The 
massage was given both night and 
morning. Around the mouth corfers 
Mise Hill had a great many blackheads 
so I had her pay particular attention to 
these at the start. 

Beginning with the thumb and first 
finger nearly together on the chin, as in 
figure A, she worked upward and in- 
ward in a half circle motion, as ‘in Fig. 
B. This at the same time was lifting up 
the lines at the mouth corners. which 
were beginning to show. Then the fore- 
head was massaged in an up and’ down 
movement, as illustrated in Fig. C. With 
two fingers of both hands work together, 
oné hand going up while tne other goes 
down. The forehead usually is the seat 
of so much of the blackhead trouble.
